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Cell phones? Still hot. TV sets? Not so much, according to new survey 


Is your T'V set a necessity? How about a landline 
phone? 

Depends on whom you ask, according to a new 
survey from the nonpartisan Pew Research Cen- 
ter’s Social and Demographic Trends project. 

Only 42 percent of Americans say they consider 
TV anecessity, down from 52 percent last year and 


64 percent in 2006. As for the landline: Sixty-two 
percent list it as a must-have, down from 68 per- 
cent last year. 

Among 18- to 29-year-olds, fewer than half 
(46 percent) say landlines are essential. Fewer than 
one-third (29 percent) say they can’t live without a 
TV. Meanwhile, cell phone use continues to rise: 


Do you really need that? 


Fewer than half of Americans rank a TV set as a must-have item. A car, however, is a must for more than 80 percent of the population.

Eighty-two percent of adults have one, according 
to Pew—up from 53 percent in 2000. 

The survey, released last week, was conducted in 
May by cell and landline phone with 2,967 adults 
in the continental US.

Wilson stop is again 
Crust Station winner 


When his parents came to visit last 
month, David Franken of Uptown said 
he wanted to “take them ona tour of the 
city to show them all that Chicago had 
to offer.” 

But Franken said there was one spot 
he didn’t want his parents to tour: the 
Wilson stop on the Red Line. 

Franken, 30, said twice he walked 
extra blocks with his parents to the Red 
Line Sheridan stop to avoid the Wilson station. 

“The sidewalks are nearly impassible at times, the ground covered 
with ... litter,” Franken wrote to Going Public. “Something really 
needs to be done about this station.” 

For the second year in a row, the Wilson stop has won GP’s Crust 
Station contest, which spotlights the grossest CTA station based on 
reader votes. More than a dozen riders e-mailed GP about the Wilson 
stop, describing it as filthy, smelly and inaccessible for people with 
disabilities. A few riders said it’s a station you don’t want to show to 
your mother. 

Cindy Menches of Sheridan Park said like Franken, she too went 
out of her way to avoid the Wilson stop when her mother visited her 
in May. They walked an extra 15 minutes to the Montrose Brown Line 
stop, Menches said. 

“Chicago is a terrific place, but it dawned on me shortly before her 
visit that we would need to use the Wilson station to access the Red 
Line to and from downtown,” Menches, 42, wrote to GP. “The aesthet- 
ics of the Wilson Station are downright dismal and embarrassing. There 
are no cute shops there, just worn out painted plywood storefronts.” 

Retailers vacated the stores near the Wilson stop earlier this year as 
the CTA prepared to renovate the station house. The CTA board in 
February approved the use of $3 million in tax increment financing, 
or TIF, money intended to promote redevelopment in certain areas 
in the city, to renovate the Wilson station house and adjacent retail 
concession spaces. 

CTA spokeswoman Wanda Taylor said the agency is continuing to 
finalize the designs and funding details for the Wilson station. A time- 
line will be established for the work schedule once the City Council 
has approved the TIF funds, Taylor said. 

A city spokesman told GP the ordinance is slated to be introduced 
at the next council meeting, which is scheduled for Sept. 8. 

In the meantime, crabby CTA riders can bask in the glow of their 
win—er, loss. 

“The Wilson ‘L stop is filthy—almost as if it’s trying to out-filth 
all the other ‘L’ stops,” wrote Patrick Carlson, 42, of Wrigleyville. “It 
look{s] like they ran out of soap at the station about five years ago and 
decided to save money by cleaning with urine instead. The smell is 
just as bad as the sight.”

“The prevalence of cell phone theft now is, 
not surprisingly, higher than it’s ever been in 
history because cell phones are more valuable 
than they’ve ever been,” Lurigio said. They 
also are more expensive. 

Acell phone isn’t just a phone to make calls 
anymore. With so many features, it’s much 
more than that. 

The high-tech phones have symbolic value, 
Lurigio said. It’s a cool gadget to have, thus 
making the person who owns it perceived as 
being cool. And there’s an urgency to have 
that cool, impressive item. Remember Air 
Jordan shoes? Those once were targeted by 
thieves and had a certain cache attached to 
them. 

Same thing happened with leather jackets 
and boom boxes, said Tod Burke, interim as- 
sociate dean and criminal justice professor at 
Radford University in Virginia. 

“Tt’s whatever is popular at the time. It 
could be any electronic device,” said Burke, 
a former police officer. “When a new device 
comes out and something else becomes mar- 
ketable, that would be attractive to thieves.”

An inside look at what happens to that pricey smartphone after it’s lost or stolen

It can happen in seconds. 


Your smartphone has been snatched. Or maybe you lose it in a cab or at a bar. 


In either case, disbelief and panic hit home first. Then, a knot in your stomach 


takes over. That’s the moment you realize your e-mail account, banking informa- 


tion and photos may be accessible to whomever is holding your phone. At the 


same time, you feel lost without your contacts and calendar at your fingertips. 


Stories of smartphone theft— including on tourist-friendly Michigan Avenue — 


have made headlines in Chicago this summer, putting residents and commuters 
on heightened alert. Last month, Ald. Brendan Reilly (42nd) asked the city for in- 
creased patrols after four iPhone robberies in a week, according to news reports. 


There is no data as to whether smartphone crimes are on the rise because 


the Chicago Police Department tracks thefts by value rather than type of item 


stolen. But anecdotally, it’s a booming business that is certainly not unique to 


Chicago, according to Arthur Lurigio, a professor of psychology and criminal 


justice at Loyola University Chicago. 


The number of thefts of cell phones re- 
ported to CTA Customer Service quadrupled 
to 24 for the period of January through July 
this year, compared to six for the same period 
in 2009. The figures are calls to the CTA and 
don’t reflect on whether the thefts were re- 
ported to police. 

So what happens to your phone after it’s 
stolen or lost? Crime experts and mobile 
phone technicians say there’s a lot that can 
happen—even, in some cases, if you deacti- 


vate your service. 

The thief or whomever finds your phone 
can keep it and use it for calls after reactiva- 
tion. Or he could sell it to someone else, who 
can use it. Another option is to sell it to a mid- 
dle man who can resell it on the black market, 
Lurigio said. 

If certain precautions aren’t taken quickly, 
identity theft can arise. 

“For the most part, these are portable, 
pocketsize computers and people are keeping 


personal information, including banking and 
medical information, their contact informa- 
tion, and all that could lead to identity theft,” 
said Tod Burke, interim associate dean and 
criminal justice professor at Radford Univer- 
sity in Virginia. 

Lurigio estimates a stolen cell phone could 
be resold for $50 to $100, though he doesn’t 
know for certain what the going rate is. The 
price depends in part on the what people are 
willing to pay and the demand for the item, he 
said. The more attractive and popular the item 
is, the higher the price it commands, he said. 

Insome cases, having a passcode-controlled 
lock on your phone’s software isn’t enough to 
protect your information. The user-set pass- 
codes, which act like personal identification 
numbers to access phones, can be unlocked, 
allowing the person who holds your phone to 
reuse it. 

While a passcode can provide an extra layer 
of security because it makes it more difficult 
to access the phone’s information; a number 
of YouTube videos show how to unlock pass- 
codes on phones. 

In Chicago, storefront cell phone repair 
shops can wipe the phone clean of informa- 
tion and data even if there’s a passcode on it 
for as little as $20. Once wiped, a new user can 
personalize your phone and sync it up to his 
or her computer if he wants to load his or her 
own music. 

That means someone who obtains a smart- 
phone but doesn’t know the passcode can 
eventually use it as his own. A phone without 


a passcode can be used to make calls, access 
the Internet or text until service is cut off. 

The shops’ employees said there’s no way 
to know whether a phone is stolen. But some 
shops won't deal with phones with locked pass- 
codes because that can be an indication it was 
stolen. Still, the phone could have been bought 
from Craigslist or eBay, or it could be on loan 
from someone else, they said. The employees 
said they don’t ask for proof of purchase. 

The new user can stop at a neighborhood 
cell phone store and go through a process to 
activate the phone with a new carrier. By do- 
ing that, the new cell phone owner can make 
calls, send texts or surf the Internet. 

While taking that route might cost as 
much as $150, it’s still less than signing up for 
a cell phone contract and buying a brand-new 
phone. Even if a person who has an ill-gotten 
phone doesn’t pay for a new service carrier, 
some features of the phone still could be used, 
such as the camera or MP3 functions. 

Before a lost phone becomes a person- 
al problem, Chicago Police Department 
spokesman Roderick Drew said, people 
should be cautious and aware of their sur- 
roundings when using portable devices such 
as iPhones and iPods. He added that personal 
safety is the most important thing. 

“{Smart phones] are popular to own, which 
makes them desirable to steal,” Drew said. 
“Whether walking down the street or riding 
public transportation, you need to pay atten- 
tion to what’s around you.”

Make your phone (mostly) worthless to a thief 


What steps should you take if your smart- 
phone gets lost or stolen? Report the theft to 
police and immediately contact the wireless 
provider to suspend service, experts and car- 
rier company reps said. 

Anumber of apps can be downloaded to find 
lost phones or activate the remote wipe feature 
to clear the phone of all important personal in- 
formation. Those tracking services have to be 
set up before the phone is lost or stolen. For 
example, Apple’s MobileMe customers can use 
the Find My iPhone feature to find the phone 
on a map on a computer, send a message that 
will appear on the screen or play an audio alert. 

The phone can be programmed by the user 
who set the passcode to erase data and disable 
itself after a certain number of incorrect at- 
tempts at the passcode. 

Cell phone owners can get their smartphone 
blacklisted, which will stop the phone from

connecting to a network, said Sasha Sagan, 
managing editor for mobile at PC Mag. “Ifyou 
get your phone blacklisted, then that phone 
will no longer work with the carrier no matter 
how hard that thief tries,” he said. 

To do that, contact the carrier, which has a 
unique identification number for every phone 
on its system. In advance, cell phone owners 
should keep track of the that number—called 
an IMEI number on AT&T and T-Mobile 
phones, or the ESN or MEID numbers with 
Sprint, Verizon and US. Cellular phones, he 
said. 


Blacklisting only affects connectivity to 
one network, Sagan said. It does not make the 
hardware inoperable. The phone’s other fea- 
tures, such as the camera, could still work if it 
is blacklisted. 

Therefore, it’s important to remotely wipe 
the phone before blacklisting it, Segan said. 
The phone has to be connected to the network 
to have the data wiped. Even if the phone is 
blacklisted, the thief could still see your con- 
tacts, read old e-mails and look at pictures if it 
is not wiped, he said. 

The new user could put in a new SIM card, 
but the phone won't work if the SIM connects 
to a blacklisted network, Segan said. 

What about insurance? “Insurance will get 
you a new phone but it won't get your data 
back. It won’t get your pictures back and it 
won't prevent a thief from using your old 
phone,” Segan said. LEONOR VIVANCO, REDEYE

Alligator Bob hopes 
to trap river visitor

Bob the alligator wrangler tied a black string 
around a raw chicken drumstick and stuck it in- 
side a trap. 

He set five traps Monday, then carried them in 
his canoe as he paddled into the murky waters of 
the North Branch of the Chicago River. 

For the second time in a month, a gator hunt 
was under way in Chicago. 

Along the river north of Belmont Avenue, a 
small crowd watched Bob throughout the day— 
kids were even selling lemonade—and he grum- 
bled about the difficulty of trapping an alligator 
with lots of people around. 

Bob, also known as “Alligator Bob,” has volun- 
teered with the Chicago Herpetological Society

for about 20 years and has rescued more than 70 
alligators from Illinois and Wisconsin waterways, 
he said. 

That gives him a celebrity status he doesn’t 
want, which is why he doesn’t give out his last 
name. The last time he did, Bob said, he got calls 
from people all over the country asking him to 
take in their animals. 

“I am just a volunteer,” he said. 

It was the second time this month Bob had been 
called out to the same spot. On Aug. 6, he rescued 
a 2 1/2-foot-long alligator he believes was once a 
pet, just like the one he tried to catch Monday. 
This time, officials called him after a family spot- 
ted a 3- to 5-foot gator basking in the sun along the 
riverbank as they took a boat ride Sunday.

“If I don’t get it, the animal is going to die,” Bob 
said, adding that alligators won’t survive Chicago 
winters. 

Hoping to be there when he caught it, a small 
audience gathered Monday on the river’s west side 
walkway. It has become a sort of summer ritual for 
Bob as owners release their pet alligators to the 
river when they get too big, about 2 to 3 feet long. 

“This one probably bit the owner,” he said. 

Bob said that after he catches the alligators, 
they spend about three months in isolation to 
make sure they don’t have any diseases. He then 
contacts organizations in Florida that are willing 
to take in the cold-blooded crocodilians. 

“Why kill the poor thing? It is a living animal,” 
he said.

Abraham Mendoza tagged along when he and 
some friends went to a theater company in West 
Town four years ago. 

His friends were interested in writing and act- 
ing at Free Street Theater, not him. But he was 
the one who got hooked. 

“His friends decided to leave. But Abe decided 
to stay,” said Mica Cole, the company’s managing 
director. “And he stayed for four years.” 

Mendoza, 19 and a student at Bard College in 
upstate New York, was hiking with friends Friday 
when he climbed alone to the top of a waterfall, 
lost his footing and fell to his death. 

Police said he was found at the base of Kaater- 
skill Falls near Hunter, N.Y. At 260 feet, the falls 
are the highest in the state of New York. 

Mendoza was remembered Monday for his 
wit, intelligence and writing talent. He had been 
attending Bard on a scholarship and was major- 
ing in photography and chemistry, according 
to those who knew him. He loved the theater, 
friends said, because it allowed him to combine 
disparate interests. 

Mendoza was a 2009 graduate of Lane Tech 
High School and lived with his father and young- 
er brother on the Northwest Side. Susano Men- 
doza said Monday that he was waiting for his 
son’s body to be returned from New York. 

“You are what you eat: so eat hopes, eat dreams 
and lives,” Mendoza wrote ona wall at Free Street 
before he left for college. “Devour raw energy. 
Consume the universe.” AP CONTRIBUTED.

Some parents send kids 
away to avoid violence

In West Pullman, Jeremiah Sterling 
dodged bullets, saw a classmate beaten to 
death and got into the occasional scuffle. 

So the 16 year-old left the city in Decem- 
ber and went to live with an adult brother 
in Denver, seeking the peace that seemed 
to elude him in Chicago. 

For about six months, he found safety. 
Sterling, who was surprised that his broth- 
er could leave his front door unlocked at 
night, joined the choir at his new school 
and got his first part-time job. 

But in the end, Sterling couldn’t escape 
the violence of Chicago. 

On July 15, while home for the summer 
to be with his mother, LaWanda, he was 
shot to death in an alley in the 11500 block 
of South May Street, about a block from 
his mother’s home. 

“It was very difficult for me to compre- 
hend,” LaWanda Sterling said. “I sent him 
to Colorado, and he had only been home 
for 10 days.” 

The practice of families sending their

children to live with relatives far away 
from city violence is relatively common, 
said Dexter Voisin, an associate profes- 
sor at the University of Chicago. And, like 
Sterling, some of these children have died 
on trips back to the city. 

“Anecdotally, it appears to be successful 
for a period of time,” Voisin said. “[But] 
when the kid comes back to the same 
neighborhood, they are faced with the 
same history that they ran from.” 


Not two weeks after Sterling’s death, a 
14-year-old boy visiting relatives was shot 
while riding a bicycle in Roseland. He suf- 
fered a pierced lung and broken ribs. The 
boy’s relatives said the teen and his mother 
moved from Chicago to Springfield in or- 
der to be safe. 

And in 2008, James Bush, 18, who rela- 
tives said ran with a bad crowd in Morgan 
Park, was set to take a one-way flight to Se- 
attle so he could live with his brother. The 
teen died after being shot in the chest the 
night before he was to depart. 

The Sterling household debated wheth- 
er Jeremiah would join his brother in Den- 
ver since his freshman year in his school, 
his mother said. 

Sterling and his friends commonly were 
in the crossfire of gangs, said a longtime 
friend of Sterling’s. Such confrontations 
often go unreported unless someone gets 
hurt, said the friend who did not want his 
name published out of fear of retaliation.

Dashing Cody Rhodes doesn’t get asked to kiss during World Wres- 
tling Entertainment broadcasts, so he didn’t know what to expect on 
“Warehouse 13.” 

But his first on-camera kiss —with series star Joanne Kelly—defi- 
nitely wasn’t sexy. 

“Tt wasn't the emotional, loving, two-souls-connecting type kiss,” 
Rhodes told me during a phone chat last week from Marietta, Ga. “It 
was her with buffalo sauce all over her face and a half a cold buffalo 
wing in her mouth and us kind of slobbering on one another.” 

The WWE superstar explores his softer side in the episode “Merge 
with Caution,” which airs at 8 p.m. Tuesday on Syfy. Rhodes guest 
stars as Kurt Smoller, the former star quarterback of the football 
team at Myka Bering’s high school. Myka (Kelly) used to tutor Kurt 
and during their 10-year reunion, sparks fly when they meet again. 

Rhodes said the biggest shock for him on set was that he and Kelly 
never talked about the kissing scene beforehand. He had an acting 
coach helping him with his scenes, and they discussed it. He and 
director Anton Cooper chatted about it. The actors rehearsed briefly, 
but without kissing. Then it came time to film the real thing. 

“Tt was like riding a motorcycle blind, man,” Rhodes said, adding 
that “it went smoothly, sans the buffalo sauce. 

“The truth is, Joanne Kelly is such a beautiful woman that it’s one 
of those moments that anyone, anyone doing it would really at least 
have to chuckle on the inside from the fact that, ‘Gosh this is what 
I’m doing and I’m getting paid to do it,’” he said. “That’s pretty 
great.” 

Despite the good time he had on set, and the fact that he’d be 


happy to reprise the Kurt Smoller role, Rhodes has no aspirations to get into acting like for- 
mer WWE superstars The Rock, John Cena and Steve Austin, among others. 

“T love what I do at the WWE and I’m just now starting to really get into my own stride,” 
he said. “I’m only 25 and I’m going to be working for a pretty long time.” 

He'll get to do it on Syfy beginning Oct. 1, when WWE Friday Night SmackDown moves 
to the network with a two-hour block of wrestling. Rhodes said the move is a good one for 
all involved, and that fans should plan for a youthful, character-driven SmackDown with such 
superstars as McIntyre, Dolph Ziggler, Alberto Del Rio, CM Punk—“a really tremendous, 


tremendous list.” 


Don’t expect any kissing, however. Even though a gentleman never kisses and tells, I had to 
ask Rhodes how, after that initial messy kiss between Kurt and Myka, the romantic kiss went. 

“Oh, I’m no gentleman. I don’t know if you've seen my work with the WWE, I’m no gentle- 
man,” he said. “Honest to God, it was one of the best kisses I can remember. It truly was.”
